4. — (/P) — A flickering flame, 
crowning a monument dedi- 
cated by President Roose- 
velt, burned today on the

That message is carved in the 
granite shaft that stands above

The President turned for the 
theme of his address to Abraham 
Lincoln, the civil war president.

On the slope below the tree 
crowned hilltop the vast throng 
stood for hours yesterday to hear 
their President

miles south of IToreston on High-

Regardless, some mus- 
eums and collectors approve his 
work and depend upon him for 
artifacts from the rich "burned 
rock" mounds In Central Texas,

Pohl recently delved

relic-laden mound

He says Indians invariably 
camped near a fresh water sup- 
ply, out of reach of floods and 
usually in a sheltered spot, pos- 
sibly near a bluff. 


After clearing the land, he sur- 
veys it, stakes It Into 
five-foot 
squares and then opens a ditch 
to a depth beneath the lowest 
level of relics. Keeping a vertical 
bank, the crews dig In under- 
neath and break the stratas gentl- 
ly. The soil then is sifted and 
the artifacts removed.

"He should have ordered Pickett 
to charge at 8 a. m., but he didn't. 
He waited until 1 o'clock, and let 
Meade bring in 22,000 fresh Un- 
ion troops." 
Piokett's charge, faltering In the 


very muzzles of Northern cannon 
at Bloody Angle in the third day's 
fighting, sent Lee retreating into 
Southern territory to defend Rich- 
mond and 
marked 
the turning 


point of the great war between 
the North and South. 


Said 95-year-old Charles S. Rig- 


gin, of Vaughan, N. C., private in 
the Rhodes division: 


"If Longstreet 
had 
given 
us 


needed support in time, we would 
have won the battle. He let the 
Yanks right In on us." 
But today, on this 75th anniver- 


sary of the great battle and with

Candidates Must 
Pay Taxes On All 
Campaign Workers 


DALJjAS, July 
2.—(JP)—Internal 


Revenue Collector W. A. Thomas 
today ruled that all political can- 
didates in Texas must pay social 
security taxes for their campaign 
workers. 
"We have a complete list of every 


candidate In Texas," said Thomas, 
"and we will make a careful check 
of each one of them to ice that he 
pays these taxes." 
Failure to pay will make the of- 


fender liable to a heavy fine and 
Imprisonment, Thomas said. 
Thomas said that where a can- 


didate employes only one campaign 
worker, he mu«t pay one per cent 
of that worker's wages to the gov- 
ernment for social security. And 
he mudt aluo deduct one per cent 
of the worker'* pay for the lame 
purpose. 


Where he employes as many aa 


eight or more workers for as many 
as 20 separate weeks in the year, 
the candidate must pay an addi- 
tional 3 per cent social security tax. 
This applies even though the em- 
ployes did not work more than one 
dav in each of the twenty weeks, 
Thomas said. 
Thomas said that all candidates 


who employed workers during the 
first three months of 1938 should 
have filed returns In April, and are 
already delinquent. He said no can- 
didate had filed returns. 
Candidates 
employing workers 


during the second three months of 
the year must have rcturng In by 
July 31.

EXAMINATION BEFORE MARRIAGE 


CHICAGO, 
July 
l.-</P>— Three 
more states went on the Eugenic 
standard today. 


A fourth also modernized 
Its 
marriage laws this year, but the 
change will not become effective 
until March 1, 1940. 


The movement to bring statutes 
into line with the times made 
notable headway in the last legis- 
lative season, a survey showed. 


"On the basis of even a cursory 
glance at marriage regulations," 
tho council of 'state governments 
reported, "it would seem evident 
that a deflnlteS need exists 
for 
adequote standards of uniformity." 


New York State, starting today, 
prohibits the marriage of persons 
with communicable syphilis. 
The 
new law requires prospective new- 
lyweds to submit to a physician's 
examination and serologlcal blood 
test. 


In an effort to curtail "cock- 
tall" marriages, 
New York 
en- 
acted In 1937 a law requiring a 
72-hour lapse between the issuance 
of a marriage certificate and tha 
performance of the ceremony. 
A new statute in Rhode Island 


provldes that before a marriage 
certificate 
Is 
Issued, both man- 
ind woman must be cetrlfled by 
a physician to be free from com- 
municable venereal diseases and 
uberculosis. 
If either person is 
found to have one of these dis- 
eases, treatments must be taken.
